Herewith  my  fifth  Annual  Report  and  58th  of  the  series,  on  the  work  of  the 
School  Health  Service  during  1963. 

Tne  year  saw  consolidation  of  the  re-organisation  discussed  in  my  report  for 
1962,  and  revision  of  the  overall  ten-year  plan  of  development  for  health  and 
welfare  services  generally. 

Again,  the  shortage  of  Child  Guidance  and  Speech  Therapy  staff  meant  that  both 
Clinics  remained  closed  during  the  year.  However,  developments  early  in  196JU.  gave 
promise  of  better  things  to  come  and  I expect  to  be  able  to  be  able  to  report  the  re- 
opening of  both  Clinics  when  I report  on  the  Service  in  1961*, 

in  January,  as  part  of  the  departmental  re-organisation,  the  School  Clinic, 
which  had  functioned  from  the  Richmond  Terrace  entrance  for  almost  UO  years,  was 
transferred  to  the  prefabricated  annexe.  Whilst  still  not  ideal,  the  new  accomm- 
odation is  better  than  the  old  and  will  serve  until  the  Health  Centres  come  into 

being. 

In  conclusion,  my  thanks  to  you,  nr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee,  for 
your  continued  support,  and,  I trust,  your  forebearance  for  the  lateness  of  this 

publication.

(c)  Visual  Defects  and  External  Diseases  of  the  Eye 

One  hundred  and  seventy-three  children  were  found  to  have 
defective  vision  at  routine  medical  inspection,  all  but  five 
being  referred  for  treatment. 

In  addition  to  those  children  with  defective  vision, 
twenty-six  children  were  found  with  squint,  whilst  four  child- 
ren were  recorded  as  suffering  from  "Other  forms  of  external 
eye  disease".

Tonsils  and  Adenoids 


In  all,  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  children  were  oper- 
ated upon  during  the  year,  two  hundred  and  forty-eight  at 
Queen’s  Park  Hospital,  forty-four  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  and 
thirty- two  at  Accrington  Victoria  Hospital.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  there  were  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  children  on  the 
operation  waiting  list  compiled  by  the  School  Health  Service. 

The  department  is  notified  of  all  children  operated  upon, 
to  ensure  follow-up  on  discharge. 

Visual  Defects 


The  Authority  has  continued  to  use  the  Supplementary 
Ophthalmic  Services  for  the  supply  of  spectacles  to  school 
children.  Three  clinics  are  held  each  week,  attended  by  the 
Consultant  Ophthalmologist,  Mr.  P.  R.  Stevens. 

During  1963>  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  two  attend- 
ances were  made  at  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  ophthalmic  sess- 
ions* Of  these  attenders,  five  hundred  and  three  were  new 
cases;  spectacles  were  prescribed  for  six  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  children.

During  1963,  the  Orthoptic  Department  maintained  a staff 
of  two. 


Full  sessions  were  carried  out  at  the  Victoria  Street 
Clinic,  whilst  five  sessions  were  held  weekly  at  the  Royal  Inf- 
irmary. Regular  Consultant  sessions  were  held  and  the  waiting 
list  for  operation  is  now  rewardingly  short. 

Eoth  Orthoptists  continued  to  visit  the  infant  schools  for 
one  session  each  week.  The  visual  screening  of  children  under 
7 years  of  age,  using  the  shape  test  mentioned  in  previous  rep- 
orts, has  now  almost  been  completed.  It  is  hoped  that  full 
results  will  be  available  shortly.

Speech  Clinic 

The  Speech  Clinic  closed  in  March,  1962,  and  repeated 
advertisements  have  failed  to  produce  any  applicants. 
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At  the  time  of  clousre,one  hundred  and  twenty-one  children 
were  under  treatment. 


Cleansing  of  Children 

The  School  Nurses  continue  to  pay  regular  visits  to  Schools 
to  examine  children  for  the  presence  of  infestation.  During 
1963,  26,284  such  examinations  were  made  and  1,620  instances  of 
infestation  recorded. 

The  Clinic  Attendant  continued  to  carry  out  systematic 
cleansing,  and  in  all  seven  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  fifty 
treatments  were  given,  to  385  children. 

All  treatments  were  carried  out  in  school. 

Audiometry 

During  1963,  the  part-time  audiometrician  tested  2,457 
children,  1,933  passing  the  test  covering  six  different  freq- 
uencies, at  not  more  than  20  Db  loss.  One  hundred  and  ten  cases 
were  referred  to  the  special  clinic  for  further  investigation 
and  iOur  hundred  and  four  who  failed  by  narrow  margins  were 
listed  for  re— testing  at  the  next  visit  to  their  schools. 

A special  audio  clinic  is  held  once  per  week  which  includes 
full  histories,  a general  examination  of  the  child's  nose  and 
throat,  as  well  as  auroscopic  examination  of  the  ears  and  a full 
audiogram.  The  recommendations  after  examining  eighty— one  cases 
were  as  follows:

It  must  not  be  thought  that  the  sixteen  cases  requiring  no 
action  and  the  seventeen  for  observation  indicated  wasted 
effort  as . many  were  due  to  simple  disorders  such  as  wax,  cat- 
arrha_  otitis  media,  etc.,  which  were  dealt  with  at  the  time. 
Also  a. number  of  the  no  action  cases  resulted  from  the  noisy 
conditions  under  which  testing  has  to  be  done  in  some  schools.

During  1963,  there  was  no  change  In  the  staffing 
position*  tfoleh  remains  at  two  full-time  and  one  part-tin© 
dental  officers*  together  with  the  services  of  an  Ortho- 
dontist for  three  sessions  fortnightly* 

It  na b impossible  to  complete  routine  dental  exam- 
ination of  all  school  population,  but  the  three  or  four 
schools  oaltted  will  be  inspected  early  in  1964.  The  number 
of  children  having  an  annual  dental  infection  is  between 
slz  and  seven  thousand  per  dental  officer,  approxic^tely 
twice  the  national  average.  Indeed,  the  same  number  of  insp- 
ections are  now  carried  out  by  two  dental  officers  as  were 
done  by  three  mole-time  officers  in  1938* 

Compared  with  the  immediate  pre-war  years,  the  pattern 
of  treatment  has  changed  considerably.  In  1938,  approx- 
imately 3%  of  treatment  on  children  was  done  privately  and 
70S  in  the  school  dental  service.  Today  the  work  is  more  or 
less  equally  divided  between  the  local  authority  end  private 
practitioners.  Additionally,  there  are  now  fewer  extractions 
with  a proportionate  increase  in  conservative  work.  , Today, 
It  is  comparatively  rare  for  a parent  to  refuse  fillings 
during  a course  of  treatment. 

Emergency  treatssnt  too  ie  steadily  decreasing  year  by 
year,  seven  hundred  and  forty-three  attended  for  this 
reason  in  1963*  against  sight  hundred  and  sixty-two  in  1962. 
Therefore,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  number  of  general 
ame  s the  tics,  too,  shows  and  overall  tendency  to  decrease 
despite  the  increasing  number  of  extractions  to  relieve 
overcrowding  in  orthodontic  cases. 

In  passing,  it  is  interesting  tc  note  that  sixteen  more 
orthodontic  sessions  were  taken  up  during,  1963  compared  with 
the  previous  year. 

Turning  to  the  equipment  side*  a third  air-turbine  has 
boon  ordered  tot  owing  to  delay  In  production  had  not  been 
received  by  the  end  of  the  year,  Delivery  is  expected  early 

in  19&u 

There  does  appear  to  be  a small,  but  definite  Improve - 
Kant  in  oral  hygiene,  an  indication  that  the  various  methods 
of  publicity  are  gra&ially  achieving  the  desired  effect  of 
producing  a sound  set  of  teeth  in  a healthy  mouth.  During 
tha  latter  part  of  the  year  a two-day  in-service  training 
course  held  by  the  central  council  for  Health  Education  inc- 
luded dental  health  in  the  curriculum. 
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Early  in  1963,  the  question  of  the  fluoridation  of  the 
local  water  supply  was  deferred  by  the  Town  Council.  It  is 
understood  that  the  matter  will  be  raised  again  in  1964, 
When  it  is  to  be  hoped  there  will  be  a favourable  outcome. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  dental  staff  for  their  willing  co-operation  during  the 
year,  and  to  the  teachers  for  their  help  during  school  insp- 
ections.

Special  School  Provision 


There  are  three  special  schools  provided  by  the  Authority, 
an  Open  Air  School  for  Delicate  children,  a school  for  Part- 
ially Sighted  Pupils  in  Corporation  Park  and  the  Four  Lanes  Ehd 
School  for  Educationally  Subnormal  Pupils. 

Partially  Sighted  Pupils  are  admitted  to  the  Special  School  in 
Corporation  Park.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  eighteen  children 
(eight  boys  and  ten  girls)  were  in  attendance. 

I append  a report  of  the  School’s  activities  by  the  Head- 
master, Mr.  H.  H.  Evans:  , 

"Thirteen  children,  six  boys  and  seven  girls  were  on 
roll  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Two  boys  and  three  girls 
were  admitted  and  the  number  on  roll  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  eighteen,  eight  boys  and  ten  girls.  The  present  age 

range  is  6 years  to  17+  years. 

A considerable  number  of  children  with  handicaps  other 
than  that  of  sight  have  been  referred  to  several  times  in 
the  last  seven  years  since  I was  appointed  Head  Master  here. 

One  of  these  children,  a girl,  with  moderate  spasticity 
left  the  school  in  July  to  go  for  training  to  st.  Loye's 
College,  Exeter,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Lab- 
our. She  was  then  l6i  years.  After  some  eight  weeks' 
attempt  at  training  the  College  confessed  themselves  to  be 
defeated  on  account  of  the  visual  handicap  in  conjunction 
with  the  spasticity  and  the  child  returned  home.  The  Society 
for  Spastlcs  then  took  the  case  in  hand  and  they  too  said 
that  at  the  moment  no  facilities  existed  in  their  organis- 
ation for  training  this  girl.  They  are,  however,  having  her 
for  a residential  assessment  course  to  see  what  possible 
action  they  can  take.  It  seems  to  me  unfortunate,  to  say 
the  least,  that  an  Intelligent  child  with  a good  sense  of 
perspective  should  suffer  such  a rebuff  to  her  aspirations 
to  lead  an  active  and  useful  life.  The  position  at  the 
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moment  Is  that  she  has  returned  to  school  here  and  is  now  in 
her  18th  year.  Although  we  In  school  here  were  alive  to  the 
possibility  that  accommodating  this  child  into  a suitable 
niche  would  present  a little  difficulty  we  did  not  anti- 
cipate such  a negative  result  so  far  as  her  training  was 
concerned,  since  we  can  safely  assume  that  this  case  is  not 
in  isolation  in  the  country  as  a whole  there  would  appear  to 
be  a gap  in  the  facilities  available  for  training  such 
handicapped  children.  It  will  be  some  four  years  before  the 
next  two  similar  cases  are  due  to  leave  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  their  experience  will  not  be  as  unfortunate  as 
this  particular  child»s  was. 

After  careful  consideration,  we  decided  to  participate 
in  the  Initial  Teaching  Alphabet  Reading  Scheme  experiment 
being  carried  on  by  the  University  of  London  Institute  of 
Education  in  conjunction  with  Sir  James  Pitman.  The  child- 
ren taking  part  in  this  are  the  six  and  seven  year  olds  who 
were  previously  non-readers.  Some  difficulty  has  been  exp- 
erienced through  lack  of  text  books  and  apparatus  but 
unstinting  effort  and  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  assist- 
ance mistress  primarily  concerned  with  this  experiment  has 
led  to  remarkable  results.  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  43 
distinctive  shapes  comprising  this  alphabet  are  easily  rec- 
ognisable by  partially  sighted  children  and  as  a result  the 
reading  progress  attained  has  been  far  beyond  our  expect- 
ations and  has  fully  justified  the  experiment.  In  fact,  we 
hope  and  believe  that  the  Initial  Teaching  Alphabet  system 
will  be  a permanent  feature  in  our  changing  educational 
pattern. 

At  this  time  the  Plowden  consul ttee  is  actively  engaged 
in  considering  primary  education  In  all  its  aspects  and  the 
transition  to  secondary  education.  A questionnaire  has  been 
sent  to  teachers  in  ordlmiry  schools  ONLY  for  their  views 
on  this  matter.  part  <>  of  this  questionnaire  deals  with 
handicapped  children  and  ] feel  sure  that  all  teachers  in 
Special  Schools  will  await,  their  answers  and  any  resulting 
recommendations  of  the  plowden  comnittee  with  considerable 
interest. 

The  children  entered  a fair  amount  of  crafts  and 
needlework  for  the  Blackburn  Agricultural  Show  in  August  and 
we  were  particularly  pleased  when  one  of  our  13  year  old 
girls  not  only  won  first  prize  for  her  needlework  but  also 
carried  off  the  special  Trutex  Prize  awarded  for  needlework 
of  a high  order.  Several  other  children  were  also  awarded 
prizes, 

A new  Nativity  Play  in  a modern  setting  was  presented 
to  members  of  the  Park  Staff  and  also  parents  and  friends. 
The  children  acquitted  themselves  very  well  indeed  and  our 
thanks  are  due  to  St.  Hilda's  Secondary  Modern  School  for 
providing  an  excellent  small  choir  to  sing  carols  on  this 
occasion.  Miss  Simpson,  Music  Organiser,  also  deserves  our 
thanks  for  handling  the  choir  and  music  so  admirably. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  our  School  Nurse  and  all 
members  of  the  School  Health  Service  together  with  Mr. 
Hartly  and  his  staff  in  the  Education  Offices  Tor  their 
invaluable  assistance  during  t,he  past  year. 
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No  report  of  mine  would,  however,  be  complete  without 
drawing  attention  to  the  dedication,  sometimes  wall  beyond 
the  bounds  of  duty,  of  all  the  members  of  my  staff,  both 
teaching  and  welfare*  They  thoroughly  deserve  and  are  hereby 
given  my  most  sincere  thanks.

Pupils  are  selected  for  admission  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  who  re-examines  them  on  admission  to  the  school  and 
at  regular  intervals  thereafter.  During  the  year  three 

hundred  and  eighty-six  such  Inspections  were  made. 

In  the  school  medical  room  one  hundred  and  sixty-three 
children  were  treated,  there  being  five  thousand,  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  visits  by  children  to  the  medical 
room  during  the  year,  children  having  fits  were  attended  on 
thirty-six  occasions  by  the  school  nurse. 

As  the  school  nurse  is  often  doing  duty  el  severe  the 
teaching  staff  have  also  coped  with  numerous  fits  and  emer- 
gency treatments.  These  emergencies  often  cause  consid- 
erable disturbance  In  the  classroom.

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A Health  Department  Riyslotherapi st  has  been  in  attend- 
ance in  the  medical  room  on  each  afternoon  during  the  year 
and  has  organised  Postural  Drainage,  Sunlight,  Foot  Exer- 
cises, Breathing  Exercises,  Posture  Exercises,  and  has  done 
excellent  work  with  special  cases,  over  sixty  children  in 
all  having  had  the  advantage  of  this  service.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that, at  the  time  of  writing  this  report, a physio- 
therapist is  only  available  on  two  mornings  a week  and  work 
in  this  field  has  had  to  be  seriously  curtailed. 

Attendances  during  19&3,  were  similar  on  average  to 
those  of  the  previous  year.

At  the  end  of  19^ 3»  ninety-eight  children  (51  hoys  and  47 
girls)  were  in  attendance  at  the  Four  Lanes  End  Special  School. 

I append  the  report  of  the  Headmaster,  Mr.  F.  Duerden,  on 
the  School's  activities  during  the  year. 


"During  1963  fourteen  children  were  admitted  and  twenty- 
two  left  - fifteen  for  employment,  two  left  town,  three 
transferred  to  Residential  Schools,  one  declared  ineducable 
and  one  entered  Hospital  for  a lengthy  period. 

The  year  proved  to  be  a settled  one  as  far  as  changes 
of  staff  and  staff  illnesses  were  concerned  and  work  pro- 
ceeded in  an  orderly  sequence.  Through  no  fault  of  the 

Authority,  the  expected  move  to  Crosshill  ms  unduly  delayed 
with  the  consequence  that  some  of  the  school  activities 
viiich  depended  on  long  range  planning  had  to  be  curtailed, 
and  my  own  work  on  the  broader  espects  of  organisation  had 
to  be  concentrated  on  the  future  rather  than  the  present. 
In  addition,  an  undue  proportion  of  my  time  has  Siad  to  be 
devoted  to  one  group  of  children  within  the  school  to  Which 
I shall  refer  later.  I axo  Indebted  to  ray  staff  for 

shouldering  increased  burdens  during  the  year  which  has 
enabled  the  day  to  day  work  in  the  classroom  to  proceed  with 
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its  usual  efficiency. 

The  usual  functions  were  held  In  school  - Educational 
Film  Shows,  School  Birthday  Party,  Carol  Service,  Display  of 
Christmas  Cakes,  Christmas  party  and  Nativity  play.  These 
are  organised  as  essentially  "family"  affairs  so  that,  by 
design,  the  only  visitors  are  those  who  are  intimately 
connected  with  the  life  of  the  school. 

The  short  excursion  for  Seniors  ms  to  Ribchester,  the 
emphasis  being  on  the  Roman  occupation;  and  the  full-day 
excursion,  open  to  all  except  the  youngest  children,  was  to 
Ingleton  and  Lake  Windermere.  The  annual  visit  to  the  Circus 
at  Manchester  was  open  to  all  children.  Joining  these 

excursions  is,  of  course,  voluntary  but  we  feel  that,  due  to 
financial  help  from  the  Education  Authority  and  discreet 
private  assistance  within  the  school,  no  child  is  debarred 
solely  on  financial  grounds.  The  usual  reason  is  the  dis- 
interestedness of  the  parents.  At  the  same  time,  other 

parents  habitually  send  extra  money  to  help  the  more  unfor- 
tunate children. 

Swimming  successes,  especially  in  Life-Saving  Exam- 
inations, have  been  a notable  part  of  my  reports  in  previous 
years.  During  1963,  the  following  awards  were  gained  - 

Certificates  - 7 Learner,  10  Progress,  5 Elementary  Style,  2 
Intermediate  Style.  Life-Saving  - 2 Elementary,  i+  Inter- 
mediate, b Bronze  Medallions,  2 Bars  to  Bronze  Medallion. 
As  a consequence  of  the  1962  season's  successes  in  the  Life- 
Saving  Examinations  we  were  awarded  the  John  Singleton 
Trophy  which  is  competed  for  by  small  organisations  (not 
necessarily  schools)  in  the  whole  of  North  Lancashire.  The 
fact  that  the  previous  winners  had  been  the  Borough  Police 
caused  a certain  amount  of  jubilation  amongst  the  children, 
a feeling  of  quiet  satisfaction  amongst  the  Staff.  Much 
of  the  credit  for  our  swimming  successes  is  due  to  the  con- 
tinued interest  of  the  teachers  concerned  and  of  the  inst- 
ructors, especially  Mr.  R.  Scholey. 

I am  Indebted  to  Mr.  K.  Collow,  the  Youth  Employment 
Officer,  for  an  analysis  of  the  employment  records  of  our 
school  leavers  over  the  past  three  years  -

The  number  of  children  who  held  their  first  or  second 
job  (63$)  would  suggest  that  once  a job  is  mastered  the 
employer  is  satisfied  with  the  standard  attained  and  the 
child  is  content  with  work  that  the  more  able  child  might 
find  boring.  The  children  who  have  had  an  excessive  number 
of  jobs  mainly  came  from  problem  families  and  unstable  home 
backgrounds,  although,  in  some  cases,  their  actual  ability 
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was  rather  high.  The  difficulties  in  placing  the  child 
listed  as  unemployed  arose  not  so  razch  from  lack  of  ability 
but  rather  frcn  t-anperamental  and  physical  vveaknesses0 
With  the  others,  where  jobs  have  been  changed  the  main  prob- 
lem seemed  to  be  the  speed  of  operation  required,  part- 
icularly in  manufacturing. industries.  We  foresaw  that  this 
would  be  one  of  the  problems  facing  our  children  in  Industry 
and  for  some  considerable  time  now  one  of  my  staff  has  been 
investigating  the  possibilities  of  training  in  manual  dex- 
terity using  apparatus  vfoich  was  initially  designed  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  adult,  disabled  workers.  The  conclusions 
m have  reached  in  this  work  is  that  manual  dexterity  and 
speed  of  operation  can  be  developed  and  increased  by  train- 
ing in  school  but  that  a limit  is  reached  at  the  point  where, 
normally,  intelligent®  would  be  used  (preliminary  planning: 
most  efficient  sequence  of  operations;  organisation  and 
siting  of  materials  to  be  used  etc.)  in  seme  cases  this 
»uso*  of  intelligence  can  be  imposed  on  the  child  provided 
enough  patience  and  toleration  is  exercised  at  the  training 
stage.  Much  depends  on  the  employer  deciding  whether  such  a 
procedure  would  be  uneconomic  or  not. 

I usually  refer  to  the  results  of  the  internal  testing 
of  children  in  basic  subjects  in  my  reports  but  in  1963  this 
was  one  of  the  casualties  dus  to  our  impending  move.  This 
has  had  no  adverse  effect  in  so  far  that  the  progress  of 
each  child  is  constantly  under  review  by  his  own  teachers  - 
my  own  testing  is  mainly  used  for  cross  checking  the  valid- 
ity of  teaching  methods. 

My  reports  have  also  indicated  difficulties  of  organis- 
ation within  the  school  nhioh  could  be  alleviated  or  even 
eliminated  by  decisions  taken  outside  the  school.  The  trans- 
fer to  crosshill  will  have  many  of  the  elements  of  a new 
start  for  us  and  I am  hoping  that  some  attention  could  be 
paid  to  two  matters  in  particular  which  are  more  and  more 
affecting  the  efficiency  of  the  school.  1 refer  to 

a.  The  ascertainment  of  Educationally 
Subnormal  children 

be  The  type  of  child  with  which  the 
school  is  primarily  concerned. 

Aagertalrment 

la  my  report  for  1962  I deplored  the  absence  of  a co- 
herent plan  in  the  reporting  of  suspected  E.S.N.  children  to 
the  Medical  Officer  for  examination  and  forecast  that  during 
1963#  unless  a change  were  made  In  the  system,  there  would 
net  b£  enough  ascertained  children  to  fill  the  school.  This. 
in  effect,  happened,  out  cf  2j2  weeks  and  parts  of  weeks 
*&en  the  school  ms  opened  there  were  only  four-  weeks  when 
we  ted  our  full  complement  of  IOC  children  on  roll.  The 
average  number  on  roll  was  - First  Term  99,  Second  Tens  95, 
Third  Term  9tt.  This  is  statistically  equivalent  to  having  5 
vacancies  throughout  the  year*  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  at  long  last  the  school  will  move  to  larger  premises  in 
1964.  Th?  new  premises  have  been  designed  to  accomnodate 
xcO  pupils  but  I am  certain  that  unless  some  radical  change 
is  made  in  the  reporting  and  ascertainment  of  E.S.N.  child- 
ren it  will  be  Impossible  to  fill  the  school  with  Blackburn 
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children.  There  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  Blackburn  is 
mjch  different  from  other  areas  in  the  incidence  of  E.S.N. 
children  yet,  in  his  last  published  report,  the  Chief  Hed- 
Ical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Education  says  "When  due 
allowance  has  been  made  for  variable  factors  it  seems 
reasonable  to  expect  from  the  evidence  available  that  the 
incidence  of  children  with  mental  ratios  of  under  70  would 
r.ot  be  less  than  ten  per  thousand  in  any  school  population 
and  may  well  be  nearer  14  or  15."  He  also  includes  In  his 
report  an  analysis  of  the  l»Q*s  of  children  actually  attend- 
ing E.S.N.  schools  In  two  representative  regions  covering 
one  quarter  of  the  school  population  of  England  and  VfeQes. 
Of  these  57.5%  have  I.Q»s  below  70  and  42.5%  have  I.Q»s  of 
70  and  over.  I have  analysed  the  I«Q*s  of  all  the  children 
who  have  ever  attended  Four  Lanes*  End  and  the  results  were 
sufficiently  close  to  the  figures  quoted  to  afford  a reason- 
abxe  basis  for  comparison.  Based  on  the  two  sets  of  figures 
quoted  In  the  report  (the  Incidence  of  E.S.N.  children  and 
the  spread  of  I.Q's  in  E.S.N.  schools)  I append  a table  com- 
paring the  National  estimates  for  a school  population  of 
16,000  (approximately  that  of  Blackburn)  and  the  actual 
position  at  Four  Lanes*  End  at  the  end  of  1963.

Whatever  criticism  may  be  made  of  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer's  estimates  or  whatever  Interpretation  is  put  upon 
them,  I would  suggest  that  two  facts  are  perfectly  clearv  - 

a.  There  are  still  many  E.S.N.  children  not  yet  discovered 

in  Blackburn 

V There  should  not  be  the  slightest  difficulty  in  filling 
180  places  at  crosshill 

Under  Section  34  of  the  Education  Act  1944  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Local  Education  Authority  to  discover  vfoich 
children  require  special  education  as  handicapped  children. 
It  Is  recognised  that  of  the  various  categories  of  handi- 
capped pupils  the  educationally  subnormal  is  by  far  the 
largest.  There  Isa  simple  means  of  achieving  early  and 
complete  ascertainment  of  educational  subnormality  - an 
initial  screening  test,  taken  say  between  the  ages  of  7 and 
8,  to  provide  a field  within  which  the  Medical  Officer  could 
work.  From  1958  to  1962  (last  figures  published)  there  was 
an  average  of  1370  seven-year  old  children  in  Blackburn 
schools.  It  would  not  be  necessary  to  test  all  these  child- 
ren to  provide  an  adequate  field,  but  testing  all  of  them 
would  provide  valuable  Information  for  their  teachers. 

Type  of  child 

A unified  system  of  reporting  and  ascertainment  would 
also,  over  a period,  eliminate  many  of  the  existing  dis- 
balances within  the  school.  Although  these  make  the  organ- 
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isatlon  of  the  school  more  difficult  and  could  affect  effi- 
ciency. we  have  learned  to  live  with  them  and,  to  a great 
extent,  overcome  them.  For  some  time  the  Staff  and  myself 
have  been  aware  that  the  character  of  the  school  was 
changing.  We  hoped  that  this  was  a temporary  phase  and 

accepted  It  as  such,  but  It  is  now  becoming  Increasingly 
evident  that  our  hopes  were  misplaced.  Although  the  primary 
function  of  this  school  is  to  help  E.S.N.  children  there 
have  always  been  places  available  for  itoat  I would  term 
observation  cases  - usually  when  the  Medical  Officer  required 
more  detailed  information  than  he  already  possessed  to 
enable  him  to  arrive  at  a valid  diagnosis.  In  the  past  these 
have  been  so  few  in  number  that  teachers  could  give  then 
extra  attention  without  depriving  others  of  attention,  and 
the  conduct  and  outlook  of  the  special  cases  did  not 
adversely  affect  the  rest  of  the  children.  The  number  of 
these  special  cases  has  steadily  increased  and  often  moved 
away  from  what  would  be  normally  termed  E.S.N.  cases.  It 
appears  to  be  becoming  routine  to  send  any  child  here  who 
has  given  evidence  of  serious  behaviour  problems  in  school 
or  has  embarked  on  a career  of  delinquency  and  appeared  in 
Court.  The  E.S.N.  aspect  of  the  situation  often  appears 
either  to  be  ignored  or  given  undue  prominence.  The  sit- 
uation is  now  developing  when  a much  greater  proportion  of 
teachers*  time  has  to  be  devoted  to  them  at  the  expense  of 
the  children  for  whom  the  school  was  intended  and,  much  more 
seriously  as  a sizeable  group  they  are  better  able  to  impose 
their  conduct  and  outlook  on  many  of  the  others  Who  are 
prone  to  be  easily  led.  Judging  by  remarks  passed  to  me 
some  of  the  more  thinking  parents  are  aware  of  this  develop- 
ment and  are  concerned  about  its  possible  effect  on  the 
welfare  of  their  own  children.  Often  the  children  to  Whom  I 
am  referring  have  l.Q*s  rather  high  for  E.S.N.schools  whilst 
their  attainment  is  very  much  lower  than  could  be  expected. 

With  this  in  mind  1 have  examined  the  total  Intake  of 
this  school  since  1954  with  particular  reference  to  the  tem- 
perament and  behaviour  of  the  children  concerned  and  the 
following  facts  have  emerged  - 

a.  since  1954,  when  the  school  opened,  the  number 
of  special  cases  in  school  during  any  one  year 
has  more  than  doubled  (1954  - 9„3&,  1963  - 
19.1%). 

b.  This  Increase  has  been  at  the  expense  of  the 
60-69  i.q.  group  - all  other  groups  being 
fairly  constant.  (The  average  I.Q.  over  the 
period  is  70  so  that  the  60-69  group  is  vfcat 
I would  take  to  be  really  E.S.N.) 

c.  In  the  following  table  Group  a includes  39 
children  with  I.Q's  over  80,  often  maladjusted 
with  serious  behaviour  problems;  Group  B inc- 
ludes 37  children  with  I.Q's  from  75-79,  some 
with  less  serious  behaviour  problems;  Group  C 
171  children  with  I.Q»s  below  75.

I hare  ventilated  this  natter  mainly  because  of  tare 
deleterious  effect  it  has  on  the  rest  of  the  children  but  I 
would  also  point  out  that  our  remedial  work  is  often  neg- 
atived simply  because  many  of  these  con^lex  cases  are  admit- 
ted late  in  their  school  life  tdien  their  abnormal  con- 
cftict  has  become  habitual.  Over  the  past  six  years  one 

quarter  of  the  total  admissions  have  been  Seniors  (11  - 
Ik  years). 

Presumably  another  side  effect  is  reflected  in  the 
attendance  figures.  . The  average  attendance  during  1963  was 
the  lowest  on  record  - 87.6%  as  compared  with  89.8%  over  the 
period  1960/61/62.  These  figures  are  calculated  so  that  they 
are  not  affected  by  vacancies. 

We  are  still  missing  the  help  once  afforded  us  by  the 
services  of  a Speech  Therapist,  especially  as  in  other  dir- 
ections we  receive  every  help  and  consideration  from  the 
Health  Services.  The  usual  visitors  came  to  school  during 
the  year,  mainly  students  from  the  Health  Services,  teachers 
in  training  and  teachers  of  backward  children  in  the  area. 
By  Invitation  I addressed  several  groups  of  people  on  the 
work  of  the  school  and  its  place  in  the  education  system. 
My  Impression  is  that  there  are  still  grave  misconcs^ptions, 
particularly  amongst  the  general  public,  as  to  the  true 
nature  of  E.S.N.  work.  Official  visitors  were  noticeable  by 
their  absence. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chief  Education  officer  and 
his  departmental  staff  for  the  help  they  have  so  freely 
given  and  for  straightening  out  many  of  our  difficulties 
when  it  has  lain  within  their  power  to  do  so.  My  own  staff 
deserve,  and  are  given,  my  sincere  tharfcs  - I fear  that  when 
problems  mount  they  have  to  bear  with  me  as  well  as  with  the 
children.

To 
them  my  thanks  are  expressed. 

National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children 

Mr.  D.  J.  Evans,  Inspector  of  the  Blackburn  Branch,  works 
in  close  association  with  the  Health  Visitors,  and  his  contin- 
ued help  is  much  appreciated. 

During  the  year  19^3,  four  cases  were  reported  through  the 
School  Health  Service.  These  concerned  the  welfare  of  five 

children  and  came  under  the  category  of  neglect.

Physical  Education 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  for  the  foll- 
owing Report  on  Physical  Education  in  the  Schools. 

During,  the  past  rew  years  there  has  been  a considerable 
widening  or  the  physical  education  horizon  ror  school  child- 
ren and  young  people,  several  of  our  secondary  schools  have 
shown  s marked  Interest  in  camping,  canoeing  and  dinghy 
sailing.  Weekend  excursions  and  holiday  trips  to  the  Lake 
District  are  commonplace.  In  addition,  trips  to  Switzerland 
and  other  continental  resorts  have  been  arranged  to  give 
senior  students  an  insight  into  the  skills  or  ski-ing  and 
winter  sports.  All  this  enthusiasm  and  interest  links  up 
wltn  the  incentive  provided  by  the  Duke  or  Edinburgh's  Award 
Scheme  for  Boys  and  Girls,  The  Education  committee  is  well 
aware  or  the  value  of  these  outdoor  pursuits  and  has 
arranged  for  a pool  of  camping  equipment  and  requisites  to 
be  available  to  our  secondary  schools, 

Blackburn  schools  have  had  an  extremely  successful  year 
in  the  field  of  sport.  The  high  standard  of  performance  in 
all  branches  of  physical  education  has  been’ maintained.  The 
Committee's  Organisers  arranged  a series  of  courses  and  the 
attendance  of  teachers  at  these  courses  has  been  most  grati- 
fying and  encouraging, 

GAMES  AND  ATHLETICS 

Considerable  interest  has  beer,  shown  In  Badminton  in 
most  of  our  secondary  schools.  A first  rate  demonstration 
was  given  in  the  public  Halls  by  players  of  International 
standing,  A Teachers'  coaching  course  was  held  on  successive 
Sundays  during  March  and  this  should  have  its  subsequent 
results  in  schools.  Tennis  is  fast  proving  to  be  a major 

simmer  game  for  girls  and  the  interest  shown  in  boys'  sec- 
ondary schools  is  most  encouraging.  Use  of  public  courts  and 
private  tennis  club  courts  has  been  arranged  for  organised 
games  periods. 

A Young  Athletes*  Course  was  held  at  Witton  Park  Ath- 
letics Track  during  one  week-end  in  March  and  many  prom- 
ising athletes  from  Blackburn  and  district  attended  for 
coaching  under  the  guidance  of  National  A.A.A.  Coach,  Ian 
Ward. 


Blackburn  Boys  readied  the  final  of  the  Lancashire 
Schools  competition  after  defeating  Manchester  Boys  in  the 
semi-final,,  However,  Liverpool  Boys  proved  a little  too 
strong  for  them  in  the  final.  Alongside  this  success,  Black- 
burn Schools*  Netball  Team  won  the  Lancashire  Schools*  Net- 
ball  Rally,  and  the  Girls*  High  School  won  the  Lancashire 
Individual  Netball  Trophy, 

There  has  been  considerable  interest  and  enthusiasm 
throughout  the  schools  but  the  short  time  available  and  the 
unfortunate  weather  conditions  in  these  parts  does  not  help 
to  make  this  traditional,  game  more  popular, 

SWIMMING  AND  LIFE  SAVING 

Once  again  the  high  standard  has  been  well-maintained. 
Although  we  have  been  successful  in  gaining  many  Royal  Life 
Saving  Trophies  over  the  years,  it  is  the  first  time  for  10 
years  that  all  three  trophies  awarded  by  the  North  Lanc- 
ashire Branch  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  has  been  won 
by  Blackburn  schools.  Special  congratulations  are  due  to 
Four  Lane  Ends  School  who  were  awarded  the  John  Singleton 
Trophy  (open  to  Schools,  clubs  and  Organisations  of  under 
250),  toSt,  Mary’s  Secondary  School,  awarded  the  Maud 
Russell  Trophy  (open  to  Schools,  clubs  and  Organisations  of 
under  400)  and  the  Technical  and  Grammar  School,  awarded  the 
R.H,0oHills  Trophy  (open  to  Schools,  Clubs  and  Organisations 
of  over  400), 

Two  of  our  primary  schools,  St,  Gabriel's  c.E,  and  St, 
James*  Blackamoor  shared  first  place  In  the  National  Dolphin 
Trophy,  which  is  presented  annually  to  encourage  children  to 
learn  to  swim. 

HARRISON  GYMNASIUM  AND  BARTON  STREET  GYMNASIUM 

These  two  gymnasia  have  been  used  daily  by  the  Tech- 
nical and  Granmar  School  and  prove  popular  venues  for  Rec- 
reative Physical  Training  classes  in  the  evenings.
